The Bell Telephone company has 
announced its rates, beginning with 
the first of April. It was expected 
that under the pressure of well de­ 
fined and active competition, there 
would be a material reduction in the 
rates given to patrons. There is 
something of a reduction on the face 
of the proposition, but, as is usual 
with this heretofore monopoly, the 
advantages conceded in one direction 
are more than compensated for by 
onerous burdens and restrictions in 
another. The rates as announced are, 
for long distance telephones in busi­ 
ness houses, twenty-four dollars; for 
single line, eighteen dollars for two 
on a line and fifteen dollars for three 
on a line. 
For local telephones, sin­ 
gle line eighteen dollars, and for two 
on a line fifteen dollars. Long dis­ 
tance telephones in residences will 
cost eighteen dollars on a single line, 
fifteen dollars for two on a line, and 
twelve dollars for three on a line; for 
local telephones fifteen dolllars for 
a single line and twelve dollars for two 
on a line. 
This is a material concession on 
the face, but when the new rates 
more closely studied It is made to ap­ 
pear that the tariff, taken as a whole. 
is greater than heretofore. 
It is pro­ 
vided that all who accept the new 
regulations for the local telephones 
are restricted to the use of the wires 
within the corporate limits of Lisbon, 
and all messages to points in the coun­ 
ty outside of Lisbon will cost the sen­ 
der ten cents. It is provided, however, 
that all who are willing to pay the old 
rate will be entitled to the use of the 
wires within the county free, as has 
been the custom heretofore. 
That these new regulations meet 
with a vigorous protest from patrons 
goes without saying. As a matter of 
fact, probably one-half of the 
mes­ 
sages passing through the Lisbon ex­ 
change are to and from outside cities 
and towns, and to impose a tariff of 
IO cents upon each of snch messages 
will be not only a grievous burden up­ 
on the patrons, but 
an outrage to 
which 
they will be slow to submit 
Fortunately relief is at hand, and it 
may be 
expected 
that they 
will 
promptly avail themselves of it The 
Columbiana County Telephone com­ 
pany offers a better local service at a 
lower rate, and gives to its patrons 
the use of all the lines in the county 
without extra 
charge. If this new 
system of the Bell Company is to be 
rigidly enforced they may as well 
prepare to wind up their wires and 
abandon 
the field. Within a year 
they will not have a score of patrons 
in the city.

The history of pottery and porcelain 
in America, according to one author­ 
ity, may be summed up briefly 
as 
follows: 
Building bricks were made in Vir­ 
ginia as early as 1612. 
White ware was first manufactured 
in America about 1684. 
Clay tobacco pipes of European de­ 
sign 
were 
probably first made 
in 
America in 1690. 
Terra cotta roofing tiles were made 
in Pennsylvania previous to the year 
1740. 
Slip decorated earthenware was fab­ 
ricated in Pennsylvania as 
early as 
1760. 
The earliest 
attempt to manufac­ 
ture white ware (and possibly porce­ 
lain) with underglaze decorations was 
made in Philadelphia in 1770. 
William Ellis Tucker, of Philadel­ 
phia, was the first to successfully pro­ 
duce hard porcelain in this country 
in the year 1825. 
The first Rockingham ware 
was 
made in the United States at 
East 
Liverpool by James Bennett in 1839. 
Transfer printing from 
engraved 
plates was first applied to pottery in 
this country at the Jersey City pot­ 
tery previous to 1840. 
Parian ware was first produced at

W a s h in g t o n , March 31.—Senator Pet- 
fris (Ala.), the oldest m em ber of tho 
body—his age being only a few months 
short of four score years—delivered the 
funniest speech heard within the senato 
chamber in m any years. 
Throughout 
it all, Mr. Pettus was very solemn. 
Mr. Proctor (Rep., Vfc.) iuul delivered 
a forceful argtm m nt in support of free 
trade with the island of Porto Rico. 
Ho was followed bv Mr. Pettus, who 
devoted the first part of his rem arks to 
the constitutional phases of the subject. 
Then, quite unexjjeetedly, came the fun, 
as he sharpened his wit at the expense of 
Mr. Gallinger ( N. H .)und Mr. Beveridge 
(Ind..) “ It was a gem,” said one senator, 
commenting upon Mr 
Pettus’ sp<*ech, 
“and will long stand as one of tin* best ex­ 
amples of senatorial fun m aking.” 
He referred to the ignorance of law 
manifested 
bv Mr. Uni linger (N. II.) 
Thursday, in quoting certain judicial do 
cisions, and then adverted to “the wonder­ 
ful declamation we had ywtcrday from the 
orator of the senate,” (Mr.Beveridge). 
"When you got a genuine orator he Is abso­ 
lutely absolved,” said he, “from all rules of 
logic and common sense.” 
Hi* further said In part: 
“I tell you the n*nior or Junior senator from 
Iowa, I don’t know which, and the senior or 
Junior senator from Maine, I do not know 
which, will have to take some action in refer­ 
ence to that orator. There is no doubt about 
it in the world. [ Laughter.] There will have 
to be some caucus on the matter. [Laughter.] 
I tell you. Mr. President, those four wise men 
from Maine and Iowa could not devote their 
time, if they want to serve their party well, 
better than to take some consideration of the 
orators in this chamber. [Laughter.] 
“Mr. President, flu* Master once had to select 
a man to lead the children of Israel out of 
Egypt and through the wilderness of Canaan. 
He did not select an orator. [Laughter.] No, 
he selected one of these men front Iowa or 
Maine, and his name was Moses. And he was 
a stubborn man, tint. [Laughter.] But Moses 
told his master to his face that he could not do 
it, because he eouki not speak to the people. 
And what was hi* reply f ‘There is Aaron; he 
speuks well.’ A nil they took Aaron along, not 
in command— that was not allowed, but they 
took him along as a kind of deputy. And when 
Moses, on his master s order, went up into the 
mountain fur the tables, the orator, left in 
charge, had a golden calf framed (laughter) and 
he put all the people down to worshiping the 
golden calf. [Laughter.] More pimple wor­ 
ship the golden calf now than they did in those 
days. 
“But, while Aaron and his people w ere all 
down worshiping the golden calf, the son of 
God appt'arod and he pulled out his sword and 
demanded to know who was on the Lord’s 
side, and the orator jumped up from his km**, 
drew his sword and got on Moses’ side and 
went to killing the Israelites along with Moses. 
“All these orators will do the sam e thing 
(laughter) th e last one of them. W e saw an in­ 
stance of it y»*Hterday afternoon.’’ 
At the conclusion of Mr. P ettu s’ speech, con­ 
sideration of the am endm ent was resum ed. 
The pending am endm ent was that of Mr. 
Morgan, providing that the U nited Htates, in 
exchanging the Porto Ricon coins for United 
Htates m oney, should pay KM) cents, instead of
